Grnernl Grant'! Proposed Visit to Ihr
Rio Grundt->Th« Dlriirtn ((oMtfon.
It '» quite positively Atated in the political

circles at Washington that "General Grant will
s'il immediately after the holiday* In the flag¬
ship of the Gnlf squadron for the Rio Grande;"
anil in proof of this statement it appears that
"Commodore Winnlow hns Bailed In the Cham¬
pion, via New Orleans, leaving his flagship be¬
hind for the General." Accepting this infor¬
mation as authentic, the question recurs, what
is the objoct of this projected visit of General
Grant to the Moxican frontier? Going as

Generai-in Chief of tho armies of the United
Statps, he goes upon a military roconnolssnnce,
to learn from actual observation the condition
of things on the Mexican border, and, as far
as possible, the state of affairs on the other
side of tho river, between the republic and tho
empire, and whether General Logan's policy
of crossing tho Rubicon or the policy of "mas-
terly inactivity" will be best in behalf of the
Monroe dootrine.
We know that General Grant in in favor of

the removal ot Maximilian's establishment
from Mexico ai an offensive and intolerable
usurpation.. This wj» the substance- of a little

' Hpeesh of his at » political reception in this
city fn November last We know that Presi¬
dent Johnson is fixed in the faith of the Mon¬
roe doctrine. If General Grant, therefore,
after miking his projected trip to the Rio
Grande, should return to tin President with a

report suggesting an armed invasion of Mexico
as l!i« only alternative Wt nu in reference to
Muumilian and bis roaster, Napoleon, anj ff
the President should submit this report to

Congross, with » recommendation for immedi¬
ate action thereon, we dare nay that the
movement would oxcite neither surprise
nor opposition from (.ho groat body
of the America® people. On the other
hand, we have no doubt that the public
opinion of the whole country would quickly
manifest itself in ftivor of the enterprise. We
dare say, however, that General Grant will go
down to tho Rio Grande for the purpose of
adopting such measures as may operate for the
time being rather to maintain the peace of the
border than to precipitate a rupture with
France; and this, we think, is the purpose and
policy of the administration.

"Mastorly inactivity," as defined by Calhoun,
certainly promises the safeet and cheapest set¬
tlement of this Mexican difficulty. When the
first. French republic had expelled from its
borders tiie allied Powers of tho continent, and
had proved <ts capacity for aggressive warfare
in the drat Italian campaigns of Napoloon, it
was in a position to mu'ntnin itself as the arbi¬
ter of Europe. But the expedition sent out
under Napoleon to Syria and KgyDt was a

fatal^ mistake to tbe republic. In undertaking
to flank the power of England In the East by
force of artas the republio stepped beyond its
sphere as Oie propagandist of tbe rights of the
people. As ah armed propagandist it naturally
gravitated into the bauds of a military dictator,
and to the inevitable consequences of a rigid
military despotism in tho name of the empire
Now. as history repeats Itself, here is a lesson
which history gives us as a warning. The com¬

monwealth of Cromwell affords ns another ex¬

ample of the same character.
Unquestionably, if the administration were

to 1 evolve upon the forcible expulsion of Maxi¬
milian firom Mexico, he would be expelled in
short order. Bnt the inevitable war with
France might, perhaps, involve us in a naval
war with England and France. Even from
such a sti uggle we doubt not that the United
States would ultimately emerge victorious;
but in tbe meantime the suspension of the
world's commerce, and tbe heavy strain upon
our national treasury, wuuld inevitably involve
us in all the evils of a financial revul¬
sion and universal bankruptcy. Such a

war might precipitate a European earth¬
quake, from which kingdoms and empires
would gQ down to rise no more; but such
consequences, Instead of relieving tig, wotdd
only widen the disasters and dangers of our
financial collapse, with all its acco,dories of
political demoralization and confusion. Could
we, under such a pressure, escape the fate of
the French republic and its aesiennto?

If is upon statesmanship, and not upon arms,
that we may now most wisely depend for tie
removuj of tljo French usurpation from Mexico
In that experiment of a Latin bulant . of powr
on this continent Louis Napoleon I»:ih bcconte
the owner of a costly olepbaut.

Th* Republican Party and Polygamy.
The formation of a new political party in

this or any other country is always accom¬

plished for the purpose of enforcing certain
avowed theories, incorporating into the ad¬
ministration of the government particular dog¬
mas, or to correct existing abases.

ciples for it* guide were the overthrowing in
this country of the "twin relics of barbarism.
slavery and polygamy."
Under those pledges and under that faith

the party was christened, and wont forth
asking for public fevor and support
A little over nine years have elapsed,
and we find the virtuous child of that day
grown to full manhood, and in possession of
the general government It has now tho
powor to put the creed of Hs infancy into full
force. In fact, It has already accomplished a

portion of its mission, as then announced.
Slavery has beon abolished; but it yet remains
to bo seen what it will do with polygamy, the
other portion of its creed. The little band of
polygamists gathered on the Western plaina
under the cloak of the Latter Dfiy Saints have
grown into quite a multitude while the party
has been engaged in disposing of slavery. In
fact, the developments in our court* lead to the
conclusion that the practical Mormons are not
all in Utah, but have found their way to the
City of Churches, and that polygamy is also
practised thereunder the cloak of religion, as

.well as at 'Salt Lakd City.. The sponsors of
the republican party, in order to make their
pledges good in reference to the second great
ovll which they announced their intention to
remove, will now not only be obliged to look
after the Brigham Youngs in the region of the
Salt Lake, but the Strongs near the salt sea.

The rebellion furnished the republicans with
an exoellent yet an unlookcd for opportunity
to dispose of slavery. Do not the present high
prices prosent the opportune moment to settle
polygamy ?
The faith of the party was just as strongly

pledged at its christening to put down the
latter as the former. The decrpe having gone
forth that no man should have but 011 » wife
of his own, or anybody's olse, we now

call upon the party to inake its promises
good. Unlesu this is done the publio will con¬

sider that its purity of infancy has departed,
and that the tomptations of tho political
world have destroyed fts virtue. How tho
party will accomplish this portion of its mission
and enforce this part of its oreed we are una¬

ble to see. nor is it our purpose to suggest We
simply take the fact as it exists, (hat the god¬
fathers of tho parly have promised (bat they
would overthrow Mormonism in this country,
and contont ourselves with calling attention io
f.bo fact that the plodge bas not been mad*
good as yet. Slavery lias been destroyed, and
that work is now off thoir Imnds. Now what
do thoy propose to do with the Mormon** This
is the question that the party lies to deal with
now, or abandon that article of its creed. Anti-
polygamy, instead of anti-slavery, must there¬
fore be its party shibboleth. The task will 110
doubt boa difficult one, and put the high priest,
of tho organisation to the severest tost.

In
this view must wo not look -for miraculous
deeds on the part of the Mormon*? We

This is bat a simple act of justice to the
brave men who stood bj the Union in the moat

trying period, and we hope Congress will
speedily grant the prayer of the petitioners,
and thereby afford timely relief to many brave
and worthy men. There are a few other
points, while treating on lite subject of boun¬

ties, that also demand the attention of Con¬
gress. There is no good reason why United
States sailors should not receive government
bounties. They fought weU and won deserved
laurels by their heroic conduct during the war,
and are entitled to the nation's gratitude. This
oannot be better displayed than in allow¬
ing them a few hundred dollare by way
of extra pay. The petty offlcers of the
navy are also entitled to the considera¬
tion of Congress. They are genera% poor
men, with families, and holding a semi-official
position in the service is evidence that it was

owing to some particular personal merit they
were ho placed. These pdtty offlcers deserve
some consideration according to time of service
and duties performed. It is well known that the
promised^government bounty of one hundred
dollars to soldiers was never paid in full to

thof» who were discharged before the expira¬
tion of their terms of servtce. It looks like
meanness in the government to "dock" a poor
private soldier twenty-flve or thirty dollars be¬
cause he has not had a chance to carry out his
contract with the government to serve for a

year in consequence of his discharge in the
interval. The matter of appointing discharged
soldiers to clerkships in the departments is one
especially deserving tile attention of Congress,
and should be immediately taken up. Briefly,
the entire subject of seeing that justice is done
to those of our army and navy who have hon¬
orably served their country and been honora¬
bly discharged should be met by Congress in

a friendly and liberal spirit, and, if accessary,
mule the business of a special committee. If
such a committee should be appointed we will
send to them some able dooumonts, emanating
from soldiers and sailors themselves, touching
their grievances, which will no doubt tend to

enlighten the committee and post them fully
in regard to particulars
